3000 Manchu Soldiers Are Or-

Mutineers. 











PEKING, Jan. 3.—Three’ thousand 
Manchu Imperial troops have been ord- 
ered to Chin Wang Tao to attack the 
Chinese mutineers there and at Lan 
Chow of they do not submit 

The Imperial Government troops sta- 
tioned at Ching-Wang-Tao, the treaty 
port on the Gulf of Liao-Tang, who 
number about 4000, has, notified the 
foreign legations in Pekin that thev 
desire the formation of a_ repuhiic 
They are acting in co-operation with 
the Imperial Government troops sta- 
tioned at Lanchow, who were yester- 
day reported to have declared in favor 
of a republic and ’to have elected Wu 
Wie Tze their leader, at the same time 
declaring their intention of marching on 
Pekin. | 

In Government circles the incident is 
not considered likely to affect the prog- 
ress of negotiations between the Im- 
perial Government and the rebels. 

Outside of Pekin, Lanchow aind Ching- 
Wang-Tao the thetwo principal! military 
centers. The imperial troops statiomed 
there are divided into two categories, 
Manchu and Chinese, and it is only -the 
Chinese soldiers who have become rebhel- 
lious. Their actions in declaring for a 
republic has, however, caused consid- 
erable anxiety to the court, as it was 
thought that the Chinese troops also 
would remain loyal. 

They Were Relied Gn. 

The complications brought jabout by 
their mutiny are the more disturbing 
to the court because the Empress Dow- 
ager is handing over $2,000,000 from her: 

rivate treasury to Premier -Yuan Shi 
sy relied on these troops to march. 
together with the Manchus, against the 
revolutionaries in the south and to 
crush the rebellion. 

The position now is that the Premier, 
Yuan Shi Kai, a Chinese, and Manchu 
commanders with Mancnu troops are 
supporting the court and the Manchu. 
princes against trained Chinese troops 
in the north and Republicans elated by 
their successes in the south. 

The Imperial] Cabinet today ac- 
cepted the resignation of Tang Shao 
Yi, who was. sent Shanghai, as 
the representative of. Premier Yuan 
and the imperialists at- the peace con- 


to 


ference. The government has also tele- 
graphed to Dr. Wu Ting .Fang, the 
leader of the revolutionaries at the 


peace conference, stating that in future 
it will negotiate telecraphically. 

The Government declares that Tang 
Shao Yi went beyond his Instructions 
when he signed the agreement calling 
a national convention to decide on the 
future form of government. 

Premier Yuan Shi Kai adheres to two 
points of his original suggestion re- 
varding the national convention, namely 


the proper election of delegates and 
that the gathering place shall be Pe- 
king. 


Premier Yuan Shi Kali again offered 
his resignation, but it was not accepted. 
The court also received a round robin 
from the generals commanding the im- 
verialist troops in the vicinity of Peking 
in which they demanded that the princes 
of the imperial clans should withdraw 
their wealth from the safety of the for- 
eign banks. where much of it bas been 
nlaced recently, and deliver it into the 
hands of the War Office. 

Prince Ching, the former premier, and 
former foreign minister, received a let- 
ter this afternoon on behalf of the Man 
chu troops in the vicinity of Peking 
threatening to destroy his palace unless 
the hoarded money is delivered over to 
them. 

When negotiating recently for a for- 
eign loan, Yuan Shi Kal explained that 
about 10,000,000 would carry the Govern. 
ment,on for six months. He said that 
by that time discord would have od 
curred among the rebels in the south 
and the provinces would return gradual. 
ly to their allegiance. 

Yuan Shi Kai has now obtained from 
the Empress Dowager more than $2,000.,-

Wittig, who owns 127 shares of stock in 
the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge & 
Terminal Railway Co., sued for an ac- 
counting, and asked tkat the Terminal 
Railroad Assoeiation be required to pay 
te the stockholders of the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. half of the net earnings of 
the company, amounting to approxi- 
mately $3,304,498. 

Wittig alleges in his petition that 
when the Terminal Railroad took over 
the Merchants’ Bridge in 1893 it agreed 
te pay half of the net earnings of the 
bridge to the.stockholders of the Me 
chants’ Bridge Co., which it has failed 
to do. The defense of the Terminal is 
that that association is composed of 14 
railroads, and that it, as a corporation, 
did not receive the net earnings, but that 
the money was prorated among the rail- 
road companies. 

Wittig is one of the plaintiffs in an- 
other suit againgt the Terminal, pending 
in Judge Allen’s court. John H. Dieck- 
man, Charles Pettus and Wittig filed 
this suit in November, 1910, asking that 
the Terrninal be required to turn over 
$2,040,000 to the stockholders of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Co. They allege that 
the earnings of the Merchants’ Bridge 
were mingled with the earnings of the 
Terminal Association, and used to pay 
off bonds of $2,000,000. It is alleged in 
the petition that the Terminal agreed to 
pay these bonds from its own funds.

Atwood has taken a few intimate 
friends into his confidence and from 
these it is learned that he feels certain 
of accomplishing the feat in 30 hours. 
To cover the distance of about 2450 miles 
between North America and Europe in 
the time specified, it will be necessary 
for the young aviator to maintain a 
speed of 83 miles per hour. 

The present day type of machine can- 
not establish this rate of speed: At- 
wood has told his friends that he has a 
machine in process of construction that 
he feels sure will fill the requirements 
for a flight such as he plans.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Alfred Tennyson 

Dickens, son of England's great novelist, 

probably will be buried in the neighbor- 


hood of New York. Dickens died sud- 
denly last night from gastritis. Today 
this cable message was received from 
his sister, Mrs. Kate Perugini at Lon- 
don. 

Make necessary arrangements if Al- 
fred left no instructions. He would have 
desired simple funeral, subject to ap- 
proval of his daughters.”’ 

Supplementing this came a cable mes- 
from J. and N. Tait, Australian 
managers of Dickens’ lecture tour. They 
had been cabled in the hope of reaching 
Dickens’ two daughters, who live near 
Melbourne. 

“Advise following instructions from 
Mrs. Perugini,”’ said this message. Ap- 
parently the daughters in Australia had 
been reached. 

Dickens was in his sixty-seventh veal. 
He was in this country alone, lecturing 
on ‘‘My Father’s Life and Works,” ana 
was to be the feature of this, the Dick- 
ens centenary year. He died in bis 
room in the Hotel Astor yesterday of 
acute gastritis .before it was realized 
that he was seriously ill. 

A few moments before he died Dickens 
dictated a letter to his two daughters,

Yesterday morning after he was taken 
ill he dictated to A. Siemerling, his -ec- 
retary, the lines Thackeray wrote to

the letter, inclosing them to Nicnoison. 
He spent Christmas with his coin, 
Mrs: G. W. Lawrence, at Pelham, N. 
Y., and returned to New York Cit) 
Monday. He called on William G. 
Glass, manager of the Pond ®ureau, 
and Lee Kendick, under whose manaGe- 
ment he was lecturing. In the evennig 
he went to a theater. In speaking to 
George W. Traylor Jr., assistant tan- 
ager of the Hotel Astor, he said he nev- 
er had felt better. 
After breakfast yesterday morning he 
felt ill and lay down for a while. He 
was to lecture at Kingston, N. Y., and 
dressed to catch the 2:15 p. m. train. But 
at 1:30 he had a severe spell of pain 
and returned to his room. Though he 
found he could not go to Kingston, he 
had no idea that his life was in danger. 
Dr. S. S. Burt, the house phy@®ician, re- 
lieved the pain so that he could continue 
his lecture. But at 5 o’clock he was 
taken worse and at 5:15 was dead.

FROM WEST GUT 
FIGHT PER CENT 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Gives Affected Roads Un- 
til Feb. 1 to Obey Order.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Radical re- 
ductions of freight rates on live stock, 
packing house products and salt today 
were prescribed by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

The order applies to all Western and 
Southwestern railroads. 

The commission holds that present 
rates on livestock from points in New 


Mexico, Texas and Oklahoma, to Fort 
Worth, Tex., Oklahoma City, Ok., and 
Wichita, Kan., are unreasonable; that 


existing rates on fresh meats and other 
packing house products from Fort 
Worth, Oklahoma City and Wichita to 
points in other states also are unrea- 
sonable and that the rates on salt from 
the Kansas field to Oklahoma City are 
unjust. 

The findings of the commission pre- 
pared by Commissioner Prouty are the 
result of an exhaustive investigation 
and affect the rates to all points east. 
Mileage rates on all the commodities 
are prescribed by the commission, ‘the 
reductions amounting to an average of 
approximately 8 per cent. No order is 
issued at this time by the commission, 
but the railroads are given until Feb. 1, 


1912, to put into effect the rates sug- 
gested. If they shall not have done so 


by that date, a mandatory order will be 
issued to compel them to make the pre- 
scribed rates effective. It is expected 
the carriers will acquiesce.

COMMERCE COURT. 

The first of the 20 cases in which the Taft Com- 
merce Court reversed the action of the Interstate 
v Commerce Commission reducing railroad rates 
was that of the California Lemon Growers, in 
which the Court held that. the commission had 
acted improperly in considering the ability of 
California to compete with Sicily in selling lemons 


The Commerce Commission has just countered 
by repeating its original rate reduction order in a 
new case, in which it holds that the existing rate 1s 
unreasonable, irrespective of the matter of foreign 
competition, and orders a reduction of 15 certs 
per hundred pounds to take effect Feb. 15. 

The railroads will of course appeal this decision 
to the Commerce Court.

And it might be displayed with formal-| 
ity and ceremoniousness in such a way as to 
burlesque and make a mock of what it represents.

PENSIONS AND LIVING COST. 
Congressman Isaac R. Sherwood of Toledo spent 
the Christmas vacation urging G. A. R. posts in 
different parts of the country to bring pressure 
to bear on their senators for the passage of his 
outrageous pension bill. Naturally his audiences 
were not critical of the logic by which he de- 
fended the legislation. His single argument that 
vas not contemptible because of crude, unconvinc- 
img buncombe was one based on increase in cost of 
living, estimated by him at 37 per cent. “Congress- 
men and officials generally have had their salaries 
raised to keep pace with this increase,” he says. 
“Why shouldn't the old soldiers’ stipends be 
raised?” 
But has not living cost increased as much for 
widows and other dependent-relative pensioners 
as for soldiers who gaw service? Hasn't it in- 
creased as much for the three-months man, for 
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| year man, whom he proposes to give $30 a month? 
A pension increase justified by increase in cost of 
living would be uniform and based on the old prin- 
ciple of degree of disability, not length of service. 
To meet his 37 per cent estimate, he proposes to 
increase the total amount paid in pensions by 
nearly 650 per cent, all of which will go to only a 
fractional part of the pensioners, whose individual 
accoun:s will be increased by 100 per cent or 
more in many cases. And what about the cost 
of living to the taxpayers who pay the pensions? 
Pensions have steadily gone higher. Fifteen 
years ago they ranged annually in the vicinity of 
140,000,000. Now they average $160,000,000, not- 
withstanding the thousands of soldiers and de- 
pendent relatives who have died every year since 
that time. The one Sherwood argument that is 
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Four hundred convicts have broken out of a 
Mexican prison. In three years Gov. Hadley has 
freed more than 400, of whom many were guilty 
of homicides. Missouri criminals find it So easy 
to get pardons that they do not attempt to break 
jail.
